They  began  with  476  baptisms  in  1978 
and  topped  5,000  last  year. 

The  gains  keep  coming  despite  a 
severe  fuel  crisis  in  Tanzania  which 
caused  either  statistical  decreases  or 
no  gain  in  13  of  the  country’s  22  associ¬ 
ations  of  Baptist  churches  last  year 
because  of  decreased  mobility  of 
Southern  Baptist  missionaries. 

The  5,000  baptisms  in  1963  grew 
mainly  out  of  simultaneous  crusades 
in  1962,led  by  Knapp  andlOpreachers 
from  Florida,  The  Kyela  district  has 
had  growing  results  in  five  similar 
cfusades  every  two  years  since  1976. 

19-day  crusade 

This  year,  a  19-day  crusade  featur- 


came  after  nearly  1,000  persons  ac¬ 
cepted  Christ  in  Bukoba,  Tanzania ,  in 
a  shorter  crusade  led  by  missionaries 
David  and  Betty  Ann  Whitson  and 
volunteers  from  Texas  and  North 
Carolina. 

The  latest  evangelistic  effort  in 
Kyela  should  result  in  another  large 
number  of  baptisms  in  1964 for  Knapp , 
who  personally  inunersed  4,000  of  tlw 
5,000 persons  baptized  there  last  year. 

“If  Doug  Knapp  lived  in  the  U.S., 
he’d  have  led  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  baptisms  last  year,” 
one  observer  quipped. 

Knapp  himself  takes  a  more  low- 
key  approach  in  analyzing  the  results. 

“I’ll  have  to  admit  that’s  a  lot  of 
people  when  you  stand  there  in  the 
water  and  have  them  go  by  one  by 
one,”  he  said.  “But  I  can’t  take  credit 
for  all  that  myself.  I  multiply  myself 
and  my  efforts  throu^  the  lives  of 
other  men.

That  got  him  to  wondering  if  they 
could  do  the  same  thing  in  more  dis¬ 
tant  places  if  they  could  give  full  time 
and  had  the  neces^ry  mobility  and 
resources. 

They  could,  and  they  did.  Now  the 
five  fan  out  through  their  areas  on 
motorcycles  Knapp  was  able  to  pro¬ 
vide.  'Their  work  h^  even  overflowed 
the  banks  of  the  Songwe  River  which 
separates  Tanzania’s  Kyela  district 
from  the  neighboring  country  of 
Malawi.

netted  4,119  professions  of  faith.  It  missionary,  crossed  the  Songwe  and 


started  six  churches  in  Malawi.  He 
expects  soon  to  add  seven  more  and 
eventually  form  an  association. 

The  Malawi  churches,  distant  from 
the  nearest  Southern  Baptist  mission 
work  in  the  country,  will  result  in  a 
new  growth  point  to  boost  the  work  of 
Malawi  Baptists. 

Doug  and  Evelyn  Knapp  live  in  a 
converted  bam  at  the  Baptist  De¬ 
monstration  Farm  in  Kyela  district, 
which  still  serves  as  a  hub  of  agricul¬ 
tural  ministries.  But  now  they  place 
more  emphasis  on  evangelism, 
church  planting  and  construction, 
follow-up,  and  leadership  training. 
The  district  recently  counted  its  2(X)th 
churdi,  topping  a  goal  the  Knapps  set 
to  achieve  before  going  on  furlough 
later  this  year. 

“We’re  not  coming  to  them  cold,” 
Knapp  said.  “They’ll  listen  to  Bap¬ 
tists  because  they  know  us  and  trust 
us.”

Baptists  minister  in  Quarter 


NEW  ORLEANS  —  A  brass  band 
plays,  then  two  mimes  and  a  street 
magician  vie  for  the  attention  of 
passers-by.  The  famed  French  Quar¬ 
ter  has  its  own  unique  brand  of  enter¬ 
tainment.  ' 

But  these  performers  are  a  bit  dif¬ 
ferent  from  the  Quarter’s  normal 
fare.  ’They  are  Southern  Baptist  col¬ 
lege  studrats  and  they’re  sh^ng  the 
Clhristian  message  with  the  world. 

’The  Louisiana  World  Exp>osition  is 
expected  to  attract  12  million  visitors 
to  New  Orleans  this  year  and  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  have  set  up  a  three¬ 
pronged  ministry  to  reach  those  mill¬ 
ions.  ’The  French  Quarter  effort  is 
part  of  that  ministry. 

Student  missionaries  and  church 
volunteers  are  spearheading  the  ef¬ 
fort.  While  some  perform,  others 
pass  out  tracts  and  witness  to  those 
who  stop  to  watch. 

During  the  first  three  weeks  of  the 
world’s  fair,  16,000  tracts  were  dis¬ 
tributed  and  three  persons  accepted 


(Christ  as  Saviour,  according  to  Jim¬ 
mie  Knox ,  director  of  Baptist  Exposi¬ 
tion  Ministries. 

In  addition  to  the  entertainment 
teams,  Knox  said  volunteers  are  wit¬ 
nessing  in  the  French  Quarter  at 
night.  The  effort  at  night  has  brought 
the  most  results  with  all  three  profes¬ 
sions  of  faith  coming  on  one  night. 

BEM  is  operating  on  a  $360,000 
budget  and  issponsored  primarily  by 
the  Louisiana  Baptist  Convention, 
the  Home  Mission  Board,  the  Baptist 
Association  of  Greater  New  Orleans, 
and  New  Orleans  Seminary.  The 
Sunday  School  Board  is  printing  the 
tracts. 

Knox  said,  “’The  exciting  part  of 
the  ministry  is  how  the  Lord  has 
opened  a  lot  of  doors,”  including  the 
acquisition  of  prime  office  space  in 
the  Quarter. 

’The  tracts  being  distributed  were 
specially  designed  for  the  world’s 
fair  ministry  by  Thomas  Starkes. 
professor  of  Christian  missions  and 


world  religions  at  New  Orleans 
Seminary.  There  are  three  tracts, 
each  depicting  a  scene  in  New  Or¬ 
leans,  but  with  a  common  message 
inside. 

Knox  said  the  tracts  were  designed 
to  look  like  a  “souvenir  piece”  so 
oeople  would  not  just  throw  them 
down.  ’They  also  fit  conveniently  in  a 
shirt  pocket. 

Seven  summer  missionaries,  10 
six-month  missionaries  and  hun¬ 
dreds  of  volunteers  are  passing  out 
the  tracts.  ’The  missionaries’  salaries 
are  paid  by  the  Home  Mission  Board, 
with  BEM  responsible  for  their  hous¬ 
ing,  meals,  and  transportation. 

’The  missionaries  are  staying  in  the 
Rachel  Sims  Baptist  Mission  in  New 
Orleans.  ’Transportation  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  to  the  Quarter  was  a  problem 
until  Crescent  City  Baptist  High 
School  provided  use  of  its  buses  for 
the  summer  months.  After  that, 
Knox  will  have  to  find  another  source 
of  transportation.

Manaus  is  a  city  of  approximately 
1,000,000  people  carved  out  of  jungle 
so  dense  and  dark  that  one  dares  not 
venture  more  than  a  few  hundred  feet 
from  a  road  or  clearing.  It  is  the 
capitol  city  of  thestate  of  Amazonas, 
Brazil’s  last  frontier.  Stepping  off  a 
plane  from  America  and  walking  into 
the  jungle  is  like  entering  another 
world  ...  the  dark  and  foreboding 
tangled  web  of  life  where  the  threat  of 
death  comes  from  both  fierce  ani¬ 
mals  and  fish,  as  well  as  from 
strange  diseases. 

The  disease-parasite  pattern  for 
the  jungle  region  of  Brazil  seems  to 
conform  to  that  one  would  expect 
anywhere  under  the  conditions:  high 
rainfall,  high  humidity,  high  temp¬ 
eratures,  and  low  sanitation,  coupl^ 
with  low  protein  diet.  These  op¬ 
tions  exist  in  many  areas  of  the  world 
located  on  or  near  the  equator,  and 
with  similar  devastating  results  on 
the  population,  especiaUy  the  chil¬ 
dren. 

While  in  Manaus  we  toured  two 
hospitals,  a  children’s  hospital  and  a 
tropical  disease  hospital.  Here  we 
saw  the  sadness  and  hopelessness 
that  grip  the  poor  in  these  countries. 
There  are  very  few  nurses  at  the  hos¬ 
pitals,  and  at  each  patient’s  bedside 
there  was  a  member  of  the  im¬ 
mediate  family.  It  is  difficult  to  de¬ 
scribe  the  looks  of  hopelessness  and

despair  we  saw  on  the  faces  of  so 
many  as  we  passed  by.  When  we 
carry  our  children  to  hospitals  here 
in  the  United  States,  we  do  so  with  the 
knowledge  that  we  will  probably 
bring  them  back  home  in  a  few  days 
healthy  again.  This  is  not  the  case  in 
so  many  parts  of  the  world.  When  we 
saw  the  medicine  supply  in  the  hospi¬ 
tals  there,  we  understood  why!  We 
had  more  medicine  in  our  hotel  room 
than  the  combined  stocks  of  the  two 
hospitals  we  toured. 

Being  a  pharmacist,  I  volunteered 
to  go  with  a  group  from  our  church. 
Calvary,  near  Hattiesburg,  as  a  med¬ 
ical  missionary  if  needed.  My  wife 
Kathy,  with  years  of  experience  in 
pharmacy  work,  volunteered  to  go 
also.  We  were  pleased  to  learn  we 
would  be  allow^  to  accompany  the 
group  and  were  encouraged  to  gather 
medicines  of  certain  types  needed  in 
the  Amazon  region  and  to  carry  them 
with  us. 

We  began  our  quest  for  medicines 
as  soon  as  we  were  notified  that  we 
were  members  of  the  missionary 
team.  To  begin,  we  wrote  to  the 
pharmacies  and  hospitals  of  Missis¬ 
sippi  and  asked  for  any  medicines 
they  could  give  us  that  might  be  used 
on  the  mission  trip.  We  sent  each  a 
list  of  the  drugs  needed  and  stated 
that  we  would  accept  anything  they 
sent,  even  out-of-date  medicines. 


Since  we  were  to  leave  in  10  days,  we 
stated  that  we  must  receive  all 
medicines  within  seven  days.  With 
this  short  notice  we  really  expected 
very  little  help. 

To  our  surprise,  within  three  days 
after  sending  out  the  letters,  we  were 
overwhelmed  with  boxes  of 
medicines  coming  in  by  every  type  of 
carrier.  Pharmacies  had  medicines 
set  to  us  by  every  available  means. 
Then  the  local  postal  officials  called 
to  tell  us  they  had  so  many  boxes  of 
medicines  that  we  would  have  to  send 
a  truck  to  get  them.  Before  we  were 
through,  we  had  110  large  boxes  of 
medicines.  The  really  pleasant  sur¬ 
prise  came  when  we  opened  the 
boxes.  Almost  every  sender  had  sent 
many  items  we  had  listed  among  our 
needs.  Quite  a  few  sent  at  least  a  box 
of  12  Vermox  tablets,  the  new  tablets 
used  to  treat  most  types  of  worms  in 
children,  and  which  has  a  wholesale 
cost  of  about  $2  per  tablet.  One  man 
personally  sent  us  six  boxes  or  72  tab¬ 
lets. 

When  we  later  unpacked  and 
sorted  the  medicines  in  Brazil,  we 
found  that  we  had  carried  in  enough 
medicines  to  treat  thousands  of 
people  with  many  kinds  of  diseases, 
even  some  unknown  in  the  United 
States. 

Before  our  departure,  most  of  the 
medicine  was  donated  to  a  Baptist

Robbers  kill  Jamaican, 
seize  volunteers’  goods 


BROWNSTOWN,  Jamaica  (BP)  - 
Armed  robbers  beat  and  shot  a  guard 
and  broke  down  the  door  of  a 
Jamaican  villa  July  18  to  rob  a  group 
of  Georgia  Baptist  volunteers  who 
were  in  Jamaica  to  help  with  V  acation 
Bible  Schools. 

The  Jamaican  guard,  Austin 
Robinson,  48,  died  later  at  a  hospital, 
leaving  a  wife  of  three  months  and 
children  from  a  previous  marriage. 
He  recently  had  become  a  Christian 
and  had  been  baptized  the  week  be¬ 
fore,  said  Frank  Sledge,  the  only  vol¬ 
unteer  injury  in  the  robbery. 

Sledge,  pastor  of  Franklin  Road 
Church,  LaGrange,  Ga.,  was  bruised 
by  the  robbers,  who  held  a  gun  to  his 
head  during  the  robbery  and 
threatened  to  cut  his  fingers  off  when

he  had  trouble  removing  his  class 
ring. 

Sledge’s  wife,  Nancy ,  and  twoother 
women  were  threatened  but  unin¬ 
jured  by  the  robbers. 

The  Franklin  Road  group  was 
among  448  Southern  Baptist  volun¬ 
teers  from  15  states  including  Missis¬ 
sippi  in  Jamaica  for  a  week  of  Vaca¬

The  robbers  entered  the  Castle 
Peak  Villa  on  the  northern  side  of  the 
island  about  2:30  a.m.  and  went  first 
to  the  Sledges’  bedroom,  ransacking 
the  room  and  taking  their  valuables, 
including  Sledge’s  attache  case  con¬ 
taining  the  group’s  passports  and 
other  papers.

BIRMINGHAM,  Ala.  (BP)— A 
Southern  Baptist  missionary  struck 
down  in  January  by  a  temporarily 
paralyzing  disease  expects  to  return 
to  Bangladesh  Aug.  5. 

Randy  Rains  says  he  now  has  about 
80  to  85  percent  of  his  normal 
strength— six  months  after  ex¬ 
cruciating  pain  and  almost  total 
paralysisfrom  thechestdownputhim 
flat  on  his  back  in  serious  condition. 

Rains,  a  Tennessee  native,  strug¬ 
gled  more  than  six  weeks  learning  to 
regain  control  of  his  muscles  to  per¬ 
form  the  most  simple  tasks,  such  as 
walking,  dressing,  and  eating.  The 
disease,  Guillain-Barre  syndrome, 
caused  a  condition  that  blo^ed  mes¬ 
sages  flowing  from  the  brain.

church  in  Manaus.  Among  its  mem¬ 
bers  were  two  medical  doctors  who, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  church, 
have  since  dispensed  it  to  the  poor  in 
the  area. 

We  have  made  some  startling  dis¬ 
coveries  from  our  preparations  for 
our  trip  to  Brazil.  Most  important  of 
these  COTKems  the  vast  quantities  of 
medicines  that  are  destroyed  in  the 
United  States  every  year  that  could 
somehow  be  (Uspensed  to  the  poor  of 
the  world.  A  recent  FDA  regulation 
requires  that  all  medicines  in  the 
U.S.  carry  an  expiration  date  on  their 
label.  After  that  date  it  is  illegal  to 
dispense  them  and  they  must  be  de¬ 
stroyed.  However,  almost  all  of  these 
medicines  are  still  good  for  years 
past  the  “legally  safe”  expiration 
date.  The  strength  of  most  medicines 
declines  slowly  with  the  passage  of 
time.  The  expiration  date  is  like  the 
end  of  the  warranty.  No  one  aban¬ 
dons  their  car  when  the  warranty  ex¬ 
pires. 

The  impact  of  the  drug  expiration 
date  regulation  is  just  now  beginning 
to  be  felt  by  the  many  pharmacies, 
hospitals,  and  manufacturers  in  the 
United  States.  Many  millions  of  dol¬ 
lars  worth  of  life  saving  medicines 
are  being  destroyed  each  year. 

The  attitude  of  frustration  the  hos¬ 
pitals,  pharmacies,  and  manufac¬ 
turers  appear  to  have  toward  destroy 
ing  the  out-of-date  medicines  has 
been  often  expressed.  From  many  we 
have  heard,  “Why  can’t  we  find  a 
way  to  get  these  shiploads  of 
medicines  to  the  poor  of  so  many 
countries  who  are  dying  without 
them?”  There  must  be  a  way  to  col¬ 
lect  these  medicines  and  distribute 
them  to  the  poor  of  the  world.  But 
how? 


A  non-profit  charitable  Christian 
organization,  “Medicines  for  Christ” 
has  been  established,  which  we  be¬ 
lieve  can  collect  and  distribute  these 
medicines  to  the  indigent  of  poor 
countries. 

It  is  our  plan  to  distribute  the 
medicines  through  a  system  of 
mobile  clinics  manned  by  medical 
personnel  as  well  as  Christian  coun¬ 
selors. 

One  final  observation  on  this  mat¬ 
ter;  our  own  government  will  have  to 
become  involved  in  it.  The  govern¬ 
ments  of  the  receiving  nations  will 
have  to  agree  to  allow  the  medicines 
to  be  carried  into  their  countries.  The 
medicines  simply  cannot  be  carried 
into  their  countries  without  customs 
clearance.  Some  medical  missionary 
teams  have  had  bad  experiences  try¬ 
ing  to  take  medicines  or  supplies  into 
several  countries  without  this  clear¬ 
ance.  One  case  involved  a  team  of 
opticians  who  carried  a  box  of  900 
pairs  of  used  spectacles  into  Brazil  to 
give  to  the  poor  only  to  have  them 
confiscated  by  the  customs  agents.  A 
negotiated  agreement  between  na¬ 
tions  can  solve  this  problem. 

Now  to  the  churches  who  might  be¬ 
come  involved  in  this  program. 
About  1,950  years  ago  on  Palm  Sun¬ 
day,  Christ  rode  into  Jerusalem  with 
vast  crowds  following  Him.  His 
enemies  said,  “We’ve  lost.  Look— the 
whole  world  has  gone  after  him!” 
(John  12:19,  The  Living  Bible)  The 
crowds  began  following  Him  when 
they  realized  that  here  was  a  Man 
who  could  “heal  the  sick”  (John  6:2; 
Matthew  14:14)  For  the  first  time 
since  that  period  the  churches  can 
draw  crowds  in  the  same  manner,  by 
giving  the  poor  and  destitute  hope 
that  their  sick  can  be  healed  FREE 
and  at  the  same  time  point  the  way  to 


Baptists  urged  to  support 
drive  against  alcohol  ads  ' 


NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP)— 
Southern  Baptists  have  been  urged  to 
support  a  national  campaign  against 
the  advertising  of  alcoholic  bever¬ 
ages  on  radio  and  television.  Missis¬ 
sippi  already  has  an  alcohol  advertis¬ 
ing  ban. 

Ronald  D.  Sisk,  director  of  pro¬ 
gram  development  for  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention’s  COiristian  Life 
Commission,  praised  Project 
SMART  (Stop  Marketing  Alcohol  on 
Radio  and  Television)  as  a  “realistic 
venture  to  end  alcohol  advertising’s 
assault  on  our  homes  and  families.” 

The  national  petition  drive,  in¬ 
tended  to  reduce  the  pressure  on 
young  people  to  drink,  was  launched 
June  25  by  the  Clenter  for  Science  in 
the  Public  Interest,  the  National 
PTA,  the  National  Council  on  Al¬ 
coholism,  Action  for  CSiildren’s  Tele¬ 
vision,  and  other  supporting  organi¬ 
zations.  The  project  hopes  to  collect 
one  million  signatures. 

The  petition  asks  the  FTesidentand 
(Congress  to  ban  TV  and  radio  ads  for 
alcoholic  beverages  or  to  require 


broadcasters  to  give  equal  time  to 
health  messages  about  alcohol.  It 
points  out  public  airwaves  annually 
carry  more  than  $500  million  worth  of 
ads  for  beer  and  wine,  even  though 
“alcohol  abuse  and  alcoholism  are 
American’s  No.  1  drug  problem.” 

Sisk  noted  that  (Congress  15  years 
ago  banned  cigarette  advertising 
from  television  because  of  the  health 
dangers  in  smoking  tobacco.  “Al¬ 
cohol,”  he  said,  “is  every  bit  as 
dangerous.  By  itself,  it  is  the  third 
leading  cause  of  death  in  the  United 
States  today.” 

Alcohol  advertising,  Sisk  added, 
“is  designed  to  make  drinking  seem 
grown-up,  exciting,  and  sexy.  Chil¬ 
dren  and  young  people  are  bom¬ 
barded  with  these  kinds  of  messages 
without  counterbalancing  health 
education  or  help  in  interpreting 
their  claims.” 

Southern  Baptist  families,  he  said, 
“should  no  nu)re  allow  alcohol  to  be 
pushed  in  our  living  rooms  through 
television  than  we  would  aUow  heroin 
to  be  sold  there.”

BTN  goes 
on  Spacenet  - 

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP)-BTN 
(Baptist  Telecommunication  Net¬ 
work)  began  transmitting  to 
churches  on  Spacenet  I  satellite  July  2 
after  the  transponder  was  made  av¬ 
ailable  by  the  GTE  (Corporation  fol¬ 
lowing  extensive  tests. 

BTN,  the  teaching  and  training 
network  for  churches  sponsored  by 
the  Southern  Baptist  Sunday  School 
Board,  transmitted  simultaneously 
July  2-6  on  Spacenet  I  and  Westar  V, 
whidi  was  leased  temporarily  for 
BTN.  The  simultaneous  transmis¬ 
sions  were  done  to  allow  churehes  to 
locate  the  permanent  transponder  for 
BTN  on  Spacenet  I. 

Spacenet  I  and  Westar  V  are  located 
at  120  degrees  west  and  123  degrees 
west,  respectively,  according  to  Joe 
Denney,  manager  of  telecommunica¬ 
tions  at  the  Sunday  School  Board. 

To  move  from  Westar  V  to  Spacenet 
I  requires  only  a  minor  adjustment  of 
the  satellite  receiving  antenna .  There 
is  no  other  satellite  between  the  two. 
BTN  is  on  transponder  I  on  the 
Spacenet  I  satellite. 

On  July  2  BTN  began  full  schedule 
programming  of  six  hours  each  day 
bom  the  network  uplink  facility 
which  is  located  approximately  three 
miles  south  of  the  Sunday  School 
Board.

Television  System,  operated  by  the 
Radio-Television  (Commission,  will 
continue  using  the  transponder  on 
Westar  V  for  the  present ,  according  to 
Greg  Warner  of  the  Radio-Television 
(Commission.  On  Oct.  1  A(TS  will 
begin  transmitting  through  Spacenet 
I,  hkely  in  addition  to  transmitting 
through  Westar  V.

they  searched  for  others  in  the  house, 
although  Sledge  told  them  they  were 
alone.  They  brokedown  thedoor  of  the 
bedroom  where  Cathy  Brown  and 
Lucrette  Wood  had  locked  them¬ 
selves  into  a  bathroom.  They  broke 
down  that  door,  threatened  the 
women  and  took  their  valuables. 

Before  they  reached  the  room  of 
Lucille  Buttram  and  Ruby  Satter¬ 
field,  a  fourth  man  outside  called 
them  and  they  fled.  Sledge  said  he 
believes  the  man  had  discovered  that 
the  guard,  whom  they  had  left  for 
dead ,  was  gone  and  feared  he  had  cal¬ 
led  the  police. 

Robinson,  although  beaten  and 
shot,  managed  to  get  to  a  nearby  golf 
course  where  two  policemen  were 
patrolling.  They  took  him  to  the  hospi¬ 
tal  and  called  more  police  to  the  villa. 
“He  just  literally  gave  his  life  for  us 
because  he  fought  them  off  as  much  as 
he  could,’’  said  Sledge  of  Robinson. 

The  gardener  next  door  reported 
seeing  the  men  leave  in  two  vehicles. 
One  was  a  Toyota  automobile  rented 
by  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  for  the 
volunteers’  use,  and  the  other  is  be¬ 
lieved  to  be  the  vehicle  the  robbers 
arrived  in.  As  of  early  July  20,  none  of 
the  robbers  had  been  apprehended. 

The  six  volunteers  and  another 
team  of  six  from  LaGrange  returned 
home  July  18  as  soon  as  police  com¬ 
pleted  questioning  them. 

Four  other  groups  also  working  on 
the  Brownstown  preaching  circuit 
and  the  rest  of  the  volunteers  stayed 
until  July  23  to  complete  the  Bible 
schools  and  evangelistic  services. 

Sledge  said  he  hoped  the  incident 
would  not  hamper  the  Bible  School 
project,  but  that  he  did  hope  future 
volunteers  would  be  aware  of  dangers 
they  might  face  in  traveling  overseas. 

Southern  Baptist  volunteers  have 
helped  with  Bible  Schools  in  Jamaica 
for  the  past  six  years,  enrolling  more 
than  40,000  children  in  Bible  School 
during  that  time,  said  Baxley.  This 
year,  with  the  largest  group  of  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  volunteers  ever  to  work  on 
a  single  project  at  one  time,  he  ex¬ 
pects  Vacation  Bible  School  enroll¬ 
ment  to  total  about  20,000. 

There  were  54  Mississippians  par¬ 
ticipating  from  a  number  of  churches. 
Those  churches  included  Diamond- 
head, BaySt.  Louis;  First,  Columbia; 
First,  Eupora;  Cleary,  Florence;

Bible  Book 


The  reign  of  Atnaziah  over  Judah 
(14:1-3).  Atnaziah  had  a  long  and 
good  reign  in  Judah  following  the 
death  of  his  father  Joash.  But  he  pro¬ 
voked  an  unnecessary  war  with  Israel 
which  Judah  suffered  humiliating  de¬ 
feat.  Some  years  later,  Amaziah’s 
reign  ended  abruptly  when  con¬ 
spirators  killed  him  (v.  17-22). 

Israel’s  war  with  Judah  (8-14). 
Jehoash  reigned  as  king  in  Israel 
while  Amaziah  was  ruling  as  king  in 
Judah.  Amaziah  served  (jod  but,  like 
so  many  other  kings  before  him,  only 
halfheartedly.  He  tried  to  provoke 
Jehoash  to  go  to  war  with  Judah,  but. 
Jehoash  attempted  to  avoid  military 
conflict  with  Judah.  In  light  of  the 
challenge  to  war  “sent  to  Amazieih’’ 
indicated  that  Jehoash  opted  for 
negotiation  rather  than  military  con¬ 
frontation.  Jehoash  used  a  fable  to 
show  how  utterly  loathsome 
Amaziah’s  challenge  was  to  the 
people  of  Israel.  The  gist  of  the  para¬ 
ble  is  as  follows:  A  puny,  little  thistle 
(Amaziah )  endeavored  to  make  him¬ 
self  equal  to  a  fine  cedar  of  Lebanon 
(Jehoash)  and  was  trampled  under 
foot  as  a  result.  In  the  bold  message  to 
Amaziah,  Jehoash  identified  himself 
as  both  the  cedar  and  the  wild  beast 
that  trampled  the  thistle. 

Jehoash  contended  that  Amaziah’s 
resounding  victory  over  the  Edomites 
had  gone  to  his  head,  “Thine  heart 
hath  lifted  thee  up”  refers  to 
Amaziah’s  arrogant  pride  in  the  wake 
of  his  glorious  victories.  “Glory  of

this,  and  tarry  at  home’’  is  a  sugges¬ 
tion  by  Jehoash  that  Amaziah  be  con¬ 
tent  with  his  glory  and  stay  home.  To 
take  on  Israel  in  military  conflict 
would  be  to  court  disaster.  Not  only 
would  Anuziah  suffer  as  an  indi¬ 
vidual,  but  the  nation  of  Judah  would 
suffer  asa  whole.  Jehoash  appealed  to 
Amaziah’s  tense  of  responsibility  for 
the  well-being  of  his  kingdom. 

f 

Amaziah  totally  ignored  Jehoash’s 
advice.  He  was  asking  for  a  fight  and 
would  get  more  than  he  expected.  Is¬ 
rael  was  forced  into  war  by  Judah’s 
insistent  hostility.  Once  Jehoash 
realized  that  Amaziah  was  deter¬ 
mined  to  go  to  war,  he  made  the  first 
move.  The  two  kings  met  in  battle  at 
Beth-shemesh,  located  in  a  valley  of 
the  hill  country  facing  west  some  fif¬ 
teen  miles  west  of  Jerusalem. 
Jehoash  never  allowed  Amaziah  to 
enter  the  land  of  Israel .  Israel’s  army 
took  its  stand  for  battle  in  a  location 
“which  belongeth  to  Judah.’’ 

That  day  at  Beth-shemesh,  Judah 
experience  humiliation  and  defeat 
at  the  hands  of  Jehoash  and  the  Israel¬ 
ites.  “Fled  every  man  to  their  tents’’ 
means  that  the  soldiers  of  Judah  de¬ 
serted  and  returned  to  their  homes. 
“Tents,”  here  is  used  for  “homes.” 

Jehoash  not  only  defeated  the  army 
of  Judah  but  also  took  king  Amaziah 
captive.  He  carried  the  conquered 
king  of  Judah  to  Amaziah’s  capital 
city,  Jerusalem.  There  Jehoash  de¬ 


stroyed  about  600  feet  of  the  northern 
wall  surrouAding  the  city  of 
Jerusalem.  Jehoash  had  no  intention 
of  occupying  the  city  of  Jerusalem  or 
of  expaiKling  the  borders  of  Israel  to 
include  Judah.  The  gaping  hole  in  the 
northern  wall  of  the  city,  however, 
was  a  clear  warning  that  the  Israel¬ 
ites  could  return  to  Jerusalem  and 
re-enter  the  city  if  they  so  desired.  It 
was  a  subtle  way  of  encouraging 
Judah  to  maintain  peaceful  relations 
with  Israel. 

Jehoash  looted  the  Temple  and  the 
palace  of  their  many  treasures. 
Specific  mention  is  made  of  “the  gold 
and  silver,  and  all  the  vessels”  which 
were  taken  from  the  Temple.  These 
were  articles  which  the  priests  used 
during  the  worship  ceremonies  in  the 
Temple.  The  reference  to  “hostages” 
is  unique  in  biblical  history .  This  is  the 
only  mention  of  hostages  in  the  Old 
Testament.  In  this  text  “hostages” 
refers  possibly  to  people  taken  as 
pledges  for  the  fulfillment  of  the  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  peace.  In  order  to  insure 
that  Amaziah  would  fulfill  the  condi¬ 
tions  of  peace,  the  king  of  Israel  held 
some  distinguished  people  of  Judah, 
perhaps  some  of  the  king,  as  security 
until  the  terms  of  the  agreement  were 
fulfilled.  The  security  measures  in¬ 
suring  that  Judah  would  maintain  the 
peace  were  finally  completed. 
Jehoash  then  took  his  soldiers  2uid 
withdrew  from  the  city  of  Jerusalem, 
returning  to  Samaria,  the  capital  city 
of  Israel. 


The  mission  of  church 


Have  you  ever  asked  yourself, 
“What  is  the  purpose  of  my  church?” 
Or  do  you  just  attend  services  without 
any  concern  for  the  purpose?  Surely 
an  institution  as  important  as  the 
church  has  a  purpose  for  being.  And  if 
it  was  instituted  by  God  then  we  know 
for  sure  it  has  a  purpose. 

The  church  is  a  part  of  the  redemp¬ 
tive  purpose  of  G<xl  because  all  God 
does  centers  in  redemption.  In  reality 
the  main  purpose  of  the  church  is  re¬ 
demptive.  Everything  she  does,  all 
that  she  teaches,  every  activity  she 
sponsors  should  contribute  to  the  total 
redemption  of  every  life  she  touches. 

In  the  early  part  of  this  third  chap¬ 
ter  Paul  speaks  of  the  mystery  of  G<^ 
that  had  been  concealed  but  had  in 
later  days  been  revealed  in  Christ.  He 
spoke  of  how  the  mystery  had  been 
revealed  to  apostles  and  prophets, 
and  how  through  their  testimony  the 
(jentiles  had  come  to  know  the  secret 
of  that  mystery.  And  now,  Paul  him¬ 
self  having  bera  redeemed,  has  be¬ 
come  the  agent  through  which  the 
Gentiles  hear  the  message.  If  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  church  is  to  be  a  part  of 
God’s  redemptive  process,  how  does 
she  best  accompli^  that  purpose? 

I  believe  it  begins  with  worship.  A 
lot  of  people  would  say  it  begins  with 
evangelism.  Evangelism  certainly  is 
important,  but  one  has  to  be  rightly 
related  to  God  before  he  can  effec¬ 
tively  share  his  faith  with  another.  We 
must  keep  CJod  in  the  center,  not 
people.  Oir  main  reason  for  winning

people  must  be  to  honor  God,  not  just 
to  rescue  people. 

Through  this  communion  with  God 
one  receives  strength  in  the  inward 
person  and  experiences  the  indwel¬ 
ling  of  Christ  in  the  heart.  He  becomes 
rooted  and  grounded  in  love.  It  is  upon 
people  like  this  that  the  church  is  built 
and  with  people  like  this  others  are 
reached.  We  can  not  reach  unre¬ 
deemed  people  with  people  who  live 
unredeemed  lives.  We  have  spent  far 
too  little  time  in  our  churches  growing 
mature  (Christians  through  vital  wor¬ 
ship  experiences.  We  have  been  so 
busy  receiving  people  and  adding 
numbers  that  we  have  forgotten  the 
purpose  for  which  these  people  were 
received .  As  a  result  our  churches  ex¬ 
perience  all  kinds  of  problems  and  are 
making  very  little  progress  in  re¬ 
deeming  the  world. 

Most  churches  have  people  who 
have  hurt  feelings  and  are  not  speak¬ 
ing  to  other  members.  Most  churches 
have  members  who  are  not  honest 
with  the  tithe,  and  as  a  result  are  not 
altogether  honest  with  each  other. 
Many  people  in  our  churches  never 
make  a  visit,  never  share  their  faith, 
and  cannot  be  counted  on  to  make  any 
kind  of  a  contribution  to  the  church. 
Very  few  of  our  members  are  faithful 
in  their  attendance  and  the  vast 
majority  let  the  church  take  second 
place  if  tbtre  is  ever  a  conflict  of  in¬ 
terest.  Is  it  any  wonder  we  are  failing 
in  our  efforts  to  win  the  world?  The 
world  does  not  want  to  be  won  to  some¬ 
thing  that  can  do  no  more  for  an  indi¬ 


vidual  than  it  sees  done  in  most  of  us. 
And  the  reason  we  are  like  this  is  be¬ 
cause  our  worship  has  become  a 
routine  observance  of  certain  rituals 
rather  than  an  encounter  with  a  living 
God.  We  leave  the  service  having 
done  our  duty  rather  than  being  ex¬ 
cited  because  we  have  been  with  God. 
Most  of  us  are  aware  only  in  theory 
that  God  is  alive.  We  have  never  had 
an  encounter  with  him.  And  our 
church  continues  to  call  what  it  does 
worship,  when  the  living  God  is  never 
met. 

In  the  closing  statement  of  the  chap¬ 
ter  Paul  calls  the  church  back  to  the 
cento*.  All  that  we  do  is  to  bring  glory 
to  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  How  we  need 
to  hear  this !  We  are  constantly  temp¬ 
ted  to  place  some  person  or  some 
program  in  the  center.  We  pay  lip  tri¬ 
bute  to  God,  but  our  real  nrative  is 
easily  seen.  Sometimes  we  have  an 
individual  in  the  center;  everything 
revolves  about  that  person.  Some¬ 
times  we  have  a  program,  reaching 
numbers,  meeting  goals  that  make  us 
successful .  Sometimes  our  building  is 
the  center.  Not  any  of  these  things  are 
particularly  bad;  they  are  just  not 
what  ought  to  be  in  the  center  of  our 
church.  And  a  church  with  something 
besides  Christ  at  the  center  will  not 
help  redeem  the  world.  The  purposeof 
the  church  is  to  honor  (Sod.  As  we  do 
this  we  join  him  in  redeeming  the 
world.  We  fulfill  our  purpose  and  are 
effective  in  the  world  as  we  keep  Jesus 
Christ  at  the  center. 


Instructions  to  church

I  Peter  5:1-14 


Before  the  early  Christians  could 
live  the  kind  of  lives  and  have  the  kind 
of  faith  that  Peter  had  called  for,  the 
church  had  to  be  in  proper  accord  with 
God  and  with  each  other.  Of 
paramount  importance  to  Peter  were 
the  actims  of  its  leaders  and  their 
attitudes  toward  their  places  of  ser¬ 
vice.  Likewise,  the  members  and 
leaders  were  to  display  a  harmony 
indicative  of  their  relationships  to 
God. 

I.  A  plea  for  humility  (5:1-5) 

Peter  spoke  with  much  experience 
and  he  wanted  his  readers  to  know 
that  his  message  was  not  of  Peter,  but 
of  God.  He  referred  to  himself  as”.  . . 
an  elder,  and  a  witness  of  the  suffer¬ 
ings  of  C^ist,  and  also  a  partaker  of 
the  glory  that  shall  be  revealed  .  . .” 
(V.  1).  He  had  witnessed  the  transfig¬ 
uration  of  Jesus  and  knew  of , the  glory 
that  was  in  store  at  the  second  com¬ 
ing. 

The  church  needed  leaders  who 
were  willing,  eager,  and  exemplary  of 
what  Crist’s  followers  should  be  ( vv. 
2-3).  The  times  were  serious;  the 
temptations  toward  backsliding  and 
disloyalty  abounded.  Peter  saw  that 
the  quality  of  church  leaders  was 
tremendously  important.  They  had  to 
be  strong  and  of  godly  makings  in 
order  to  lead  their  church  members 
who  are  experiencing  untold  torment 
at  the  hands  of  their  persecutors.  Pas¬ 
toral  delinquency  would  only  cause 
deUnquMicy  in  the  lower  ranks  of  the 
church. 

Peter  made  three  statements  that 
relate  to  the  duties  of  the  elder 
(church  leader)  as  he  related  to  his 
“flock  of  God”  (v.  2). 

First  of  ail,  the  elder  was  to  have  a 
passion  for  what  he  was  doing.  “Con¬ 
straint”  ( v.2)  is  in  opposition  to  “will¬ 
ingly”  which  is  the  ideal,  llie  elder 
was  not  to  serve  out  of  a  mere  feeling 
of  duty.  Rather,  he  was  to  serve  be¬ 
cause  of  the  spirit  of  God  in  him  caus¬ 
ing  him  to  have  a  burning  desire  to 
serve  in  that  capacity. 

Secondly,  the  elder  wasn’t  to  make 
of  their  calling  something  fmancially 
profitable  (v.2)  but  rather,  they  were 
to  serve  eagerly,  “of  a  ready  mind” 
(v.  2)  without  regard  for  monetary 
matters  or  fame. 

Finally,  Peter  charged  theelders  to 
leave  off  any  domineering  or  dogma¬ 
tic  practices  (v.  3),  and  to  teach  by 
examples. 

The  godly  gain  as  opposed  to  the 
shameful  gain  (v.  2)  would  be  granted 
when  C3uist  “  the  chief  Shepherd  shall 
appear”  and  they  would  wear  “a 
crown  of  glory  that  fadeth  not  away” 
(V.  4). 

Peter  addressed  the  younger  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  church  in  v.  5 — those  in  the 
position  of  being  followers  rather  than 
leaders.  They  were  to  submit  them¬ 
selves  to  the  experience  and  wisdom 
of  the  older  (Christians,  but  with  this 
thought  of  humility  on  the  part  of  the 
younger  members,  Peter  embraced 
the  whole  church  when  he  said :  “Yes, 
all  of  you,  be  subject  one  to  another, 
and  be  clothed  with  humility  .  . .  (v. 
5).  God  gives  grace  not  to  the  proud, 
but  to  the  humble  (see  Prov¬ 
erbs  3:34). 

n.  Exhortation  to  bomiUty  (5:t-ll) 

John  Mason  said,  “The  casting 


down  of  our  spirits  in  true  humility  is 
. . .  like  throwing  a  ball  to  the  ground, 
which  makes  it  rebound  the  higher 
toward  heaven.”  Peter  exhorted 
them  to  humble  themselves  under  the 
mighty  hand  of  God,  not  to  be  con¬ 
cerned  about  their  earthly  persecu¬ 
tions  and  cares,  and  in  time,  we  would 
exalt  them  because  he  cared  for  them. 

Peter  called  for  them  to  be  continu¬ 
ally  on  guard  against  the  snares  of  the 
devil  ( w.  8-9)  and  to  be  strong  in  faith 
as  their  brotherhood  of  Christians  en¬ 
dured  the  same.  “But  the  God  of  all 
grace  . . .  after  you  have  suffered  a 
while,  make  you  perfect,  stablish, 
strengthen,  settle  you”  (v.  10). 

HI.  Conclusion  (5:12-14) 

The  “Amen”  had  been  said  (v.  11) 
but  Peter  wasn’t  finished.  (Credit  and 
greetings  still  had  to  be  made. 

Silvanus  was  thefaithful  right-hand 
man  to  both  Paul  and  Peter.  It  is 
thought  by  some  that  Silvanus  had  a 
large  share  in  the  writing  of  this  letter 
as  he  aided  Peter  in  perfecting  his 
(Jreek  style.  He  was  one  of  those  men 
who  had  a  major  role  in  the  progress 
of  (Christianity  but  who  was  satisfied 
with  serving  in  the  background  so 
long  as  (jod’s  work  was  done.  He  and 
Marcus  (Marcus  likely  refers  to 
Mark,  the  writer  of  the  gospel  who 
was  as  a  son  to  Peter)  sent  greetings 
to  the  recipients  of  Peter’s  letter. 

“The  church  that  is  at  Babylon 
(Rome). . . saluteth you,” tells usthe 
cHy  where  Peter  probably  wrote  the 
letter. 

Peter  called  for  them  to  show  their 
unity  with  a  “kiss  of  charity”  and 
prayed  ‘  ‘  Peace  be  with  you  all  that  are 
in  Christ  Jesus”  (v.  14). 

Of  all  the  teaching  that  Peter  did  in 
his  letter  to  the  dispersed  Christians, 
the  outstanding  guide  for  Christian 
living  can  be  n^ced  to  one  word- 
humility.  As  we  humble  ourselves  be¬ 
fore  (]od,  God  takes  control  of  our 
situations,  and  if  such  were  done  by 
every  (Christian  then  and  today,  what 
manner  of  persecution  could  harm 
us? 
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
